Hidden deep in the musty pages of 
the* old “blue laws” of Pennsylvania’s 
early days—laws never repealed but 
now rarely enforced—is one prohibit­ 
ing blasphemy that rivals in its se­ 
verity the 229-year-old M assachusetts 
statute under which Anthony Bimbo, 
Lithuanian editor, recently was tried 
in the Massachusetts courts. 
Bimba was acquitted of tho blas­ 
phemy charge but he was found guilty 
of violating another law, the .sedition 
act passed in 1919 as a war-time 
measure, 
and a similar act is also 
in the Pennsylvania 
statute 
books, 
and like the Massachusetts law, it 
was a product of the war. 
Few 
prosecutions ever have been brought 
undir this law. 
Pennsylvania's blasphemy act had 
its origin in 1794 when 
the 
“blue 
laws” were enacted. 
A section was 
incorporated in these stringent meas­ 
ure that made a criminal of any per­ 
son “who shall profanely curse or 
.‘wear’’ by using the name of the 
Deity. 
Conviction was made punish­ 


able by a fine of 67 cents for each 
offence or imprisonment for twenty- 
four hours for each offense in case 
of non-payment of the fine. 
Seventy years later the law was 
made even more drastic when another 
section was added to the old statute. 
This provided a heavier sentence for 
persons who “shall wilfully, premed­ 
itately blaspheme or 
speak loosely 
of God or of the “Scriptures 
of 
Truth.” 
Thd penalty was fixed as a 
fine of not to exceed $100 or imprison­ 
ment of not mere than three months.
